Prom 1865 to I910 there were no great waves of popul- 


ation growth. People from here continued to move west, and oth- 
ers continued to come in. After lumber oporationsbegan, lumber- 
men from other states came here to work in the woods, but many 
of them moved on elsewhere when the lumber company moved. The 
census for 1870 wes 4,069, and by 1900 had increased to 8,572. 
However, the growth had beén gradual and continual. 

We got a few foreigners after the coming of the rail- 
road, but most of them weree assimilated into the general pop- 
ulation, because there were no groups large enough to form 


much of a colony of their om.
